The government paid a rental of 
SI.00, for the first of 20 years of 
the lease. 
There are 31.22 acres in 
the plot. 
The NYA operated there but last 1 
summer activities were abandoned j 
and the place closed. 
An inventory was taken by the ; 
NYA and later employes of the 
procurement division of the U. S. 
treasury also made an inventory. 
In all there are about 17 struc­ 
tures there. 
One is a welding shop and the 
other is a machine shop. 
A third 
is a supply house, a fourth an ad­ 
ministration building and another 
was used as an infirmary. 
Another building Is the Utility 
building. 
A cafeteria which could 
immediately be put into operation 
can seat several hundred soldiers. 
There is also a staff building and 
a recreation structure. 
There is a storage building and 
half a dozen dormitories. 
A stock yard containing pipe, coal 
and other material Is also on the 
ground.

today that the silver star for "gab 
lantry in action” has been awarded 
to 
Michael 
Chinigo, 
war 
corre­ 
spondent 
for 
International 
News 
Service, 
attached 
to 
Gen. 
Mark 
Clark’s Fifth Army in Italy. 
Chinigo 
landed 
with 
the 
first 
group of 
assault 
troops 
on 
the 
shores of Sicily on July 10, was 
wounded 
and 
suffered a 
broken 
arm, but despite his injuries, lie 
advanced 
with the Allied troops, 
questioned 
prisoners and assisted 
the woundeo. 
The 
War departm ent’s citation 
said that, “Mr. Chinigo’s absolute 
disregard for personal safety, his 
voluntary actions and willingness to 
be of service a Dove and beyond the 
call 
of duty 
reflect the 
highest 
credit upon himself and his pro­ 
fession,” 
Chinigo was the first correspond­ 
ent tc enter Palermo and had a 24 
hour exclusive story on the fall of 
that city. 
During the Sicilian landing lie 
was wounded in one arm by a frag­ 
ment from a German gun and later 
the same day was thrown from a 
jeep and his other arm was fra c ­ 
tured. 
Despite 
his condition, he 
continued with the a d v a n c i n g 
troops, giving aid to the wounded. 
A fluent speaker of Italian, Chinigo 
aided intelligence officers in ques­ 
tioning cap'ured prisoners. 
While at the front during the Tu­

— <INS>—Great Britain expects th a t 
its total contribution to the United 
Nations 
relief 
and 
rehabilitation 
administration will run no more 
than $320.000,000.

British press spokesman re ­ 
vealed the amount today in correct­ 
ing previous reports th a t the sum 
UNRRA 
would 
expect 
from 
the 
United Kingdom would amount to 
as much as $446.000.000. 
The 
United 
States 
expects 
its 
diare of the UNRRA pool to oe from 
one billion to one and a half billion 
dollars, depending on the length 
of the world-a id program. 
The overall cost to all 44 United 
and Associated Nations is estimated 
at $2,500.000.000. 
The British contributions of $320,- 
000.000 would thus amount to about 
one-eighth of the total and from 
slightly les.\ than a third to about 
one-fifth of the U. S. share. 
The figures are still admittedly 
highly tentative and general belief 
is that in the long run Britain will 
put up about one-fourth of w hat­ 
ever the United States contributes. 
Such a ratio would follow closely 
the national income difference be­ 
tween the two countries.
